in prospect. 

British warships were said to 
have gained Oslofjord and to have 
sent an ultimatum to the city that 
they would turn their guns on the 
Norwegian capital unless the Ger- | 
mans left by a certain set hour. Res- | 
idents of the city were reported | 
fleeing in panic before the threat of | 
the shelling. 

A terrific naval battle was in pro- 
gress in the Kattegat tonight.

OMAHA, Neb., (lP)—Nebraska Re- 
publicans prefer Thomas E. Dewey 
to Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg as a 
presidential candidate, returns from 
yesterday’s preferential] primary in- 
dicated today. 

President Roosevelt, running un- 
opposed in the Democratic primary, 
had polled 6,000 more votes than 
Dewey, according to returns from 
more than half the precincts. 

The ballots were being counted 
very slowly and the returns were 
far from complete. 

GARNER TRAILS 

CHICAGO, (lp) — Illinois Demo- 
crats gave President Roosevelt al- 
most a seven to one preference over 
Vice President John N. Garner in 
Tuesday’s presidential primaries, in- 
creasing returns showed today. His 
vote was nearly twice that received 
by Thomas E, Dewey, unopposed on 
the G. O. P. presidential preference 
ballot. 

Dewey, 38, New York district at- 
torney who won a solid nominating 
delegation last week in the Wiscon- 
sin primary, polled slightly better 
than 75 per cent of the G. O. P. pri- 
mary vote. 

Mr, Roosevelt, whose name was 
entered in the primary although he 
had not committed himself on a 
third term, polled 200,000 more than 
the combined votes of Garner and 
Dewey.
